For Divans 


NEW British Standard for 

domestic bedding (excluding 
cellular rubber bedding) upholstered 
wood-framed, firm-edge bases and 
firm-edge divan type bases has been 
published by the British Standards 
Institution. 

This standard, which is B.S. 1877 
1953, takes the place of the Board of 
Trade utility specification for divans 
which ceased to be operative at the 
end of the arrangements for manu 
facture of utility furniture. 

The new standard has been issued 
as Part 9 of B.S. 1877 and is a 
further section of the comprehensive 
specification for domestic bedding, 
excluding cellular rubber bedding, of

A D-Line for bureau-bookcases 
seems to have been discovered by 
Mr. Alfred Hart, managing directo: 
of Alfred Hart & Co. Ltd., Upper 
Street, Islington, 

The company manufactures a two 
part bureau-bookcase. The bureau 
has a capacity of 10 cu. ft. (the 
D-Line for which is £13 4s.). The 
bookcase part is 7t cu. ft. (with a 
D-Line of £12 2s.) —bringing the 
total capacity of the two pieces to 
174 cu. ft 

Now, the D-Line for 17t cu. ft 
is £16 2s. But Mr. Hart is of the 
opinion that, since this  bureau- 
bookcase is a two-part article, it 
should carry a D-Line of £25 6s 
the total of the two D-Lines of the 
separate articles. 

Mr. Hart approached H.M. Cus- 
toms and Excise, who agreed that if 
the company delivered each part 
separately, and at different times, the 
pieces could be taxed separately, thus 
giving the bigger D-Line. It was 
pointed cut by Mr. Hart that if this 
course were adopted, the veneers 
used in the two pieces would 
frequently not match-up. 

An official ruling on the matter ts 
still awaited. 

But it we uld appear, on these facts, 
that two pieces can be supplied 
separately and assembled by a local 
operative, and in this way raise the 
D-Line from £16 2s. to £25 6s.

Although trade began to get better 
the company had unknowingly used 
defective timber in its products of the 
previous year, and it resulted in sub- 
stantial repair work at considerable 
cost to the company. In 1951 creditors 
began to press for payment and direc- 
tors decided to try and dispose of the 
company’s assets and business. No 
offers were received and trading was 
discontinued in May, 1951. Later the 
roof of the company’s factory 
collapsed and plant and machinery 
was damaged. The company’s books 
and papers had not been recovered. 

No statement of affairs had been 
filed and no accounts prepared since 
March, 1949, and the Official Receiver 
said that the destruction of the 
company’s records made it difficult to 
assess trading results. No assets had 
been disclosed in the liquidation and 
the liabilities were said to amount to

British Sales Technique 


After three years in Britain learning our methods of selling 
furnishings, Mr. Elgin Anderson returns to Australia to put 
his knowledge into practice. 


AN we in this country teach 
other countries much about 
selling furnishings? One man 

certainly thinks so. He is Mr. Elgin 
Anderson, a New Zealander, who 
came to England nearly three years 
ago to learn our methods of retailing 
and is now returning to Australia to 
launch a chain of furnishing shops to 
sell contemporary designs. 


So successful has Mr. Anderson's 
trip been that he intends to send as 
many members as possible of his new 
staff to train in England. He believes 
that the knowledge they pick up 
about design by touring our stores and 
museums is invaluable. 


Mr. Anderson arrived in this coun- 
try in May, 1950, with no experience 
of selling furniture—his knowledge 
was mainly in the soft furnishing and 
interior decoration field. His first 
chance came with Liberty’s in Regent 
Street, London, where he helped to 
start their new contemporary depart- 
ment. 


Trip to Scandinavia 


The knowledge he gained of con- 
temporary design was invaluable and 
he was so interested in it that he 
then decided to take a trip to Scan- 
dinavia and was fortunate enough to 
get a job in Stockholm for three 
months. 


Back in England he moved to 
Story’s of Kensington and, after six 
months there, on to the new contem- 
porary department at Harrods. 


Between these moves he managed 
to tour many of the larger towns in 
Britain and picked up useful informa- 
tion of retailing furnishings in Scot- 
land and the North of England. In 
addition he found time to visit the 
Continent to see how design had 
developed in those countries. 


Many of the ideas he has picked 
up will now be put into practice in 
the South Yara district of Melbourne 
where Mr. Anderson has been invited 
to open a new shop to sell only 


modern—this is the first of a group 
which the company he will be working 
for intend to introduce throughout 
Victoria and New South Wales. 


His first intention is to give the 
people of Australia a complete home 
decoration service, a service to the 
public that other firms have not so 
far given them, and with this in view 
the shop will cover not only furni- 
ture, soft furnishings, carpets, bed- 
dings, and so on, but also linen, 
napery, crockery and cutlery. 


Difficulty in Getting Goods 


This will, of course, be something 
new for Australia, they have seen 
very little of real contemporary 
design and getting the right mer- 
chandise will be Mr. Anderson’s 
main problem. He will be taking out 
with him a few exhibition pieces of 
British and continental furniture, but 
will have to rely mainly on Austra- 
lian manufacturers because of the 
difficulty of import licences and high 
duty. He has found that British 
manufacturers are extremely _inter- 
ested-in his idea, and one or two are 
keen to open up factories in Austra- 
lia. 

It is possible, however, to import 
furniture for some types of contract 
work and he hopes to build up con- 
nections in this way, thereby getting 
the public interested in the type of 
designs he intends to sell. 


Fortunately, Mr. Anderson will be 
starting his shop in new premises 
which allows him the opportunity to 
introduce his own ideas. He will 
probably have only a lean-to build- 
ing to begin with, but will move to 
either a newly-built shop or—an idea 
which he is very much in favour of— 
an ordinary house which will, he 
believes, have great possibilities as 
far as display is concerned. 

Mr. Anderson has a great interest 
in display and very definite ideas on 
the subject. He believes that by con- 


verting a house he would be able to 
introduce room schemes in their 
natural settings. 

It would mean, of course, that they 
would not be able to hold a large 
stock on the premises, but he believes 
that this might not be such a bad 
idea. If customers think there are 
not many pieces of a design about, 
they are more inclined to buy it— 
if they think that such a piece is your 
last one they will buy it immediately 
if they want it. 

Before he returns to Australia, Mr. 
Anderson is taking a course in floral 
decoration by Constant Spry because 
he believes this art is most valuable 
in display. 


Fostering Students’ Work 


Another idea which he has seen 
used successfully in England and in- 
tends to use in Australia is that of 
fostering the work of designers and 
art students. He will try to create 
an interest in their art schools and 
their architecture by showing exhibi- 
tions of models of the work being 
carried out. This is a scheme which 
Liberty’s have used successfully on 
several occasions to interest the public 
in the development of good design. 

With the different climate in Austra- 
lia, Mr. Anderson feels that he can 
introduce cane and metal furniture 
which can be used both indoors and 
out. The climate also lends itself to 
unusual uses and combinations of 
colour. 

It is time, he feels, that the people 
of Australia are introduced to plain 
or small-patterned carpets as a con- 
trast to the large leaf and foliage 
designs which have always been 
regarded as peculiarly their own. 

When he has established the shop 
and settled down he intends to try 
to get manufacturers to make furni- 
ture to his designs. When the Olym- 
pic Games are held in Melbourne in 
1956 he will invite British designers 
to create materials for the event. 

Mr. Anderson is a great believer in 
built-in furniture such as wardrobes. 
In contract work he hopes to engage 
designers to introduce ideas for these 
and will tie-up with architects, getting 
them interested in his merchandise 
and willing to introduce his sugges- 
tions for colour and decoration. In 
this connection he will also try 
design schemes to furnish some of 
the new houses being built. In Aus- 
tralia, where they look to America 
for ideas in the subject, there are 
some interesting new houses being 
erected.

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What People 
Really Think 
About Those 
Show Houses 


OR the last few years we have 
been inundated with a number 
of show houses which have 

sprung up around Britain, some spon- 
sored by provincial daily papers, 
some by local authorities, some by 
private furnishers, but all showing 
“what can be done with contempor- 
ary furniture,” and behind most can 
be seen the guiding hand of the 
Council of Industrial Design influenc- 
ing taste to a varying degree. 


It can be assumed that there are 
few people who have not had the 
chance, if they wanted to avail them- 
selves of it, of seeing one or other of 
these exhibitions. What then do the 
public think of them? Well, we have 
done a little snooping round the 
visitors’ comments books to find out. 


“Be it ever so contemporary, its 
nothing like home.” Is this observa- 
tion made by a visitor to the show 
house at 27 Learmonth Crescent, 
Edinburgh, representative? Or what 
about: “It’s rather like a salad—so 
fresh,” made about the “ Birmingham 
Mail” house shown in the summer. 


Surprisingly enough the factors 
that salesmen often stress to make a 
sale do not seem to have occurred to 
the public. For instance, the lack of 
decorative carving which make con- 
temporary easy to clean does not 
seem to have interested them, neither 
does the scientifically assessed comfort 
of the upholstery. They liked a chair 
to look comfortable as well as feel 
it! 

The factors which impressed and 
troubled most people were the colour 
schemes. “Too much clash of 
colour. The rooms would be difficult 
to live in, and auiet study would be 
out of the question as the walls, 
<urtains, and so on, are too distract- 
ing.” Although this remark was 
softened by the addition “ Furniture 
super!” it nevertheless summed up 
the opinions of the majority on 
colour. “ Eye-sore after ten minutes 
with the violent clash of colours

Council of Industrial Design and furniture came from local shops, 


especially in the lounge,” was a 
remark about the Edinburgh house 
One satisfied viewer, however, said: 
“The general air of gaiety inspired 
by the use of bright colours and neat 
furnishings is very pleasing, an excel- 
lent change from the conventional 
heavy and most often ugly modern 
British furniture.” 

Apart from the use of colour in 
furnishings, the unusual tones given 
to the décor were also found to be 
disturbing. A blue ceiling in a dining- 
room came in for much comment— 
it was too dark a colour for such a 
low ceiling and many found it 
depressing. The dark green walls in 
the main bedroom were thought by 
some to be surprisingly successful. 

It would seem that, to a large 
extent, the women who visited these 
exhibitions did so to look for ideas 


they could incorporate in their home 
without much expense—the arrange- 
ment of the furniture, the bookcase 
she could get her husband to copy 
for her or the shelves he could make 
and fix up. There was a women’s 
group who admired the lighting 
shades and then combed the city for 
material to copy them. The uses 
made of corners were noted and 
appreciated, and of the space under 
the stairs. 


The British public, never expecting 
anything for nothing, are always 
ready and willing to give advice 
themselves in return, and we only 
hope the organisers were as willing 
to receive in good spirit such help- 
ful suggestions as: “What a waste 
of space the large headboard which

joins the two divans and hold read-

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The Technique of High 
Frequency Heating 
2.—Electrodes and Glue 


RACTICALLY any kind of non- 
ferrous metal may be used for 
electrodes, but copper or brass are 
probably the best. Aluminium is 
easily worked, but some of the har- 
deners used with the glue under the 
working conditions of heat and 
moisture tend to cause corrosion. 


The electrodes can be of any shape 
to suit the jig, ie, flat strip, angle, 
round or square rod or tube. There 
are three main ways of heating— 
transverse, glue line and stray field. 
The glue line method is the most 
efficient and should be used where 
ever possible. 

In Figure 1 it will be seen that the 
electrodes are adjacent to the edges 
of the glue line and the electric field 
passes directly through the glue. This 
gives an immediate temperature rise 
in the glue line, with the wood on 
either side remaining relatively cool. 
The advantages of this method are 
that it saves time or power, and the 
means of exerting pressure can be 
independent of the electrodes. 


Transverse Heating 


In transverse heating (Figure 2) it 
will be seen that the electrodes are 
positioned so that the field passes 
through the wood and glue and 
although the glue line will heat faster 
than the wood, due to its higher 
power factor, a large amount of heat 
will still be generated in the wood. 
Heating the wood more than neces- 
sary is undesirable because of the 
stresses set up by the movement of 
the material. Also if the moisture 


content is too high the heat is liable 
to generate steam, which will have a 
deleterious effect on the glue line, 
causing blowing of the glue and pre- 
cipitation due to excessive moisture. 

Where for some reason it is not 
possible to position the electrodes for 
glue line or transverse heating, it may 
be necessary to take advantage of the 
stray field set up by the electrodes as 
shown in Figure 3. 

This is the least efficient of the three 
methods, but the results are quite satis- 
factory. All three methods can be 
combined together in the same jig if 
required, 

Due to the fact that the heating 
effect rises as the square of the applied 
voltage it is important that the volt- 
age across the electrodes should be as 
large as possible in order to get the 
maximum power into the load. The 
voltage that can be applied, however.

is limited by certain conditions in the 
load—such as the dimensions of the 
assembly, air-gaps, and excessive mois- 
ture content. If the voltage applied 
is too high for one, or a combination 
of these conditions, to withstand, 
arcing will occur. 

Arcing is a disruptive electrical 
discharge due to the breakdown of one 
or more of the constituent parts of 
the dielectric, causing charring of the 
wood and glue line, even to the extent 
of setting fire to the assembly. 

When glue line heating is being 
employed the electrode if possible 
should be in direct contact with the 
adhesive. If a small air-gap is left 
between the electrodes and the adhe- 
sive there will be a tendency for an 
arc to occur where a bead of glue is 
formed by the squeeze-out. Where

direct contact cannot be obtained an 
air-gap of at least 4 inch should be 
maintained evenly between electrodes 
and glue line. It is important, there- 
fore, that the glue spread should be 
controlled to obtain as little exudation 
as possible. 


High Frequency current has a very 
strong tertdency to arc between elec- 
trodes and for this reason all sharp 
edges and corners must be removed. 


If, in an arrangement such as is 
shown in Figure 4, the electrodes fol- 
lowed the curvature of the wood 
closely there would be a higher volt- 
age gradient in the narrow end “A” 
than in the wide end “B,” with the 
result that end “A” would get more 
heat. To overcome this uneven heat- 
ing an air-gap is introduced at “C.” 
The total amount of air-gap required 
is approxirhately inch per one inch 
of difference between “A” and “ B.” 
Obviously the use of air-gaps forms a 
convenient means of curing cases of 
uneven heating anywhere in the jig, 
but when doing so it should be borne 
in mind that the excessive use of air- 
gaps causes a big drop in efficiency. 


Distribution of Voltages in 
Long Electrodes 


In the case of long electrodes uneven 
heating sometimes arises due to the 
tendency of the voltage to follow a 
sine wave form. Where a voltage is 
applied to one end of an electrode this 
means that the value rises as the dis- 
tance from the feed point increases. 
As the heating effect is proportional 
to the square of the voltage it is 
important to keep the voltage variation 
under 10 per cent. It is possible, how- 
ever, to obtain an effective shortening 
of the electrode by feeding the elec- 
trode at more than one place thus 
bringing the wave peak down to keep 
the maximum and minimum variation 
within the required 10 per cent. This 
is shown diagrammatically in Figure 
5a where the long electrode is end-fed 
and the voltage is seen rising until at 
“B” the variation between “A” and

dated. In Figure 5b the feed is enter- 
ing in two different places along the 
electrode and the variation between 
“A” and “B” is now much less. 


Synthetic Resin Adhesives 


While it is true that both animal 
and casein glues can have their setting 
times shortened by the application of 
heat, and in fact, both have been used 
with High Frequency heating, it is 
only when used in conjunction with a 
synthetic sresin glue that the High 
Frequency process reveals its true 
economy. All the synthetic resin 
adhesives such as Urea-formaldehyde 
(UF) and Pheno-formaldehyde (PF), 
which are the two main types of High 
Frequency glue, can be set off much 
faster at an elevated temperature. The 
setting of a synthetic resin is an 
irreversible chemical reaction and is 
brought about by the addition of a 
hardener, the speed of which is deter- 
mined by the chemical nature of the 
hardener used and its strength and 
the temperature of the glue line. 

A typical UF glue and hardener 
will have a cold setting time of about 
4 hours at 70°F., but if the tempera- 
ture of the glue line is raised to 
200°F. the setting time is reduced to 
approximately two minutes. 

Although, within limits, the higher 
the temperature the faster the set, the 
sequence of operations should always 
be planned to ensure that when the 
pressure js released from the joint the 


glue line temperature is not in excess 
of 212°F. 


Glue Line Temperature 


The reason for this is that the 
boiling temperature of water increases 
with pressure, for instance, if the 
pressure needed to close the joint was, 
say, 100 psi (pounds per square inch) 
and the glue line temperature was 
245°F., no sign of boiling would be 
apparent, but should the pressure be 
suddenly released the moisture would 
be converted into steam which would

have a deleterious effect on the glue 
line. This effect can be avoided by 
the use of multiple jigs and by plan- 
ning the sequence to enable the tem- 
perature to drop below 212°R. before 
opening the jig. 

Urea-formaldehyde glues give best 
results when the moisture content of 
the wood is within a few degrees 
either way of 10 per cent and all com- 
ponent parts of the assembly should be 
at the same moisture content. Where 
the wood parts have a variation in 
moisture content, under the working 
conditions of heat and high humidity, 
there will be a migration of moisture 
from one piece of timber to another 
until equilibrium is reached. This 
movement is responsible for consider- 
able internal stresses in the joint, and 
in extreme cases can cause complete 
failure of the glue line. 


Moisture Content 


Too high a moisture content is a 
prolific source of gluing trouble as al! 
the synthetic resin adhesives have their 
own limits of moisture content tolera- 
tion. The performance of an adhe- 
sive when cold set is no indication of 
its behaviour when set under condi- 
tions of heat. 

High moisture content tends to 
dilute the glue, thus lowering the vis- 
cosity with the result that the glue 
penetrates more freely into the pores 
of the wood, causing a starved joint. 
When this condition occurs with High 
Frequency gluing, dilution of the 
resin should be checked first as this 
is most likely to be the reason. Exces- 
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sive dilution can usually be recognised 
by the appearance of the glue which 
on examination will be found to have 
turned milky in colour indicating pre- 
cipitation. 


Penetration is not difficult to over- 
come once the cause is determined, and 
can be controlled by various means, 
such as using higher viscosity glue, 
less pressure or by adding fillers to 
the glue. The latter method, while 
it does tend to cheapen the glue, is 
not to be recommended to any great 
extent, as joints made with a filler- 
loaded glue are not so water-resistant 
and the quality of the bond is inferior 
If filler is to be added to an adhesive 
this should always be done during 
manufacture and not by the user 


Penetration Due to 
Timber Porosity 


In the case of penetration due to 
the porosity of the timber, such as 
occurs in the gluing of end grain 
or the edges of blockboard, the prob- 
lem can nearly always be solved by 
coating the edges with resin contain- 
ing no hardener and allowing this to 
dry before gluing and assembling in 
the usual way. 


Some cold setting hardeners when 
used with High Frequency jigs tend 
to cause arcing in the glue line and 
therefore the glue manufacturers 
should first of all be consulted; they 
are usually prepared to formulate a 
hardener for this purpose which will 
keep arcing down to a minimum. 


The pot life of a resin glue is, of 
course, the period that the glue remains 
usable after the addition of the har- 
dener. In the case of a typical UF 
glue this is in the region of 4 to 5 
hours, depending on the shop tempera- 
ture and the setting rate of the 
hardener. 


Mixed application is generally used 
with High Frequency for convenience 
in working and to obtain better con- 
trol of the resin-hardener ratio. 


Urea-formaldehyde glues set under 
conditions that are slightly acidic and 
any contamination with other types of 
glue or alkaline cleaners must be 
avoided at all costs. Cleanliness in 
working is essential. 

Another form of contamination that 
often occurs (this does not, however, 
appear to effect the strength of the 
adhesive) is when the glue or hardener 
comes into contact with ferrous metal 
such as nails, screws or parts of the 
glue spreader or container. This pro- 
duces a discoloration round the joint 
on such timbers as oak and ash, and 
if care is not taken tends to be pre- 
valent when using High Frequency 
heating as the use of the faster 
setting hardeners, heat and pressure 
all accelerate the tendency to stain

Jap Timber Imports 


A° reported recently in this column, 
discussions have taken place 
between representatives of the trade, 
the Ministry of Materials and the 
Board of Trade regarding the ques- 
tion of hardwood imports from Japan.

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Will These Timber Brains Trust 
Questions Help Your Work? 


ELL considered questions were 
asked at a recent Timber 
Development Association “ Brains 
Trust” in Tiverton, organised by 
Stennors of Tiverton, Ltd. The 
session was called “ Any questions on 
trees and timber?” 
Here are some 
replies :— 
Woodworm, The increase in wood- 
worm attack might be due to neglect 
of painting and polishing during the 
war—the grubs could bore for up to 
twelve years before maturing. To 
combat the menace housewives should 
move and clean furniture regularly. 
Movement in itself is helpful in dis- 
lodging eggs. The grubs liked wood 
which was already attacked by fungus. 
Dry Rot. Dry Rot is caused by 
lack of air in the presence of 
moisture, The fungus needs timber 
with a moisture content of 20 per 
cent to feed on. Timber kept dry 
should never rot. 


points from the 


Home-grown Timber. The present 
policy in Britain is to plant hardwoods 
only where they can produce first- 
class timber. Softwoods are planted 


on a much larger scale for economic 
reasons . The aim is to keep a natural 
reserve of timber while supplying one 
third of the country’s annual needs. 

Sawing. Bandsaws are certainly 
more economic than circular saws and 
their use could save 334 per cent of 
saw kerf. It is not, of course, feasi- 
ble at present for every mill to replace 
circular saws with bandsaws. 

Moisture Content. The moisture 
content could usually be judged by an 
experienced timber man from the 
general “feel” of the timber. Elec- 
tric instruments also gave a good indi- 
cation. 

Kiln Drying. Drying in kilns has 
exactly the same effect as air-condi- 
tioning but is, of course, completed 
much more quickly. It has the further 
advantage of offering controlled con- 
ditions. Proper air-drying was really 
impossible to achieve in our climate. 

A further point in favour of kilns 
is that it is uneconomical to “ lock 
up” the capital represented while 
waiting for timber to air-dry. 

It is essential that kiln operators 
should possess expert knowledge of 
kilns and timber. 





Protecting Hearing 
in the Factory 


OTH for humanitarian and prac- 
tical reasons more _ attention 
might generally be paid in factories 
to the damage to hearing which may 
result from industrial noise. A pro- 
gressive approach to this problem 
has, however, been shown by one 
American company which has insti- 
tuted a formal programme of 
“hearing conservation” throughout 
its plant. 

The aim is twofold. 
company wishes to 
employees from this source of 
possible damage to physical well- 
being; secondly, it is hoped to reduce 
the number of future compensation 
claims. 

Tests made were based on the use 
of audiometers and sound-level indi- 
cators, As a preliminary the hearing 
of all new employees was tested upon 
engagement (it was found that 27 per 
cent had defective hearing) and 
details were taken of the noise 
intensities to which they had _ been 
subjected in previous posts, Noise 
surveys were also made in all parts 
of the shop and a system of hearing 
examinations instituted to determine 
the relationship between the efficiency 
of employees’ hearing and the noise 
intensity in the areas where they

often as once every six months.) 

Practical measures so far taken to 
reduce hearing-loss through noise 
are: (1) the use of rubber mountings 
and acoustical materials to deaden 
sound; and (2) ear protection, which 
has so far been found the most 
workable solution, Proper ear-plugs 
or muffs are, of course, preferable to 
any improvised plugs of untreated 
cotton or such-like,
